CENSORING THE MOVIES. 
I he pastor of one of Ada’s churches, a staunch advocate 
of JawsV> enforce the observance of the Sabbath day. recently 
remarked to the writer that he not onjy opposed moving 
pictures on Sundays, but all other days as well. 
There is 
a need, he said, for a censorship which really censors. 
We 
trust that it our legislators consider motion picture censor­ 
ship. they will do so with some consciousness of the delicate 
nature ol the undertaking. 
Laws prohibiting the showing 


1 1 criminal acts have been found not to suit, and local or 
county boards of censors are impracticable. 
It is indeed a 
task when one sets out to better the public morals, and has to 
uead on such dangerous ground where one step too much 
may be trespassing on the rights of the free-born people. 
The subject has been opened in some states, and there will 
*e wide discussion ol it. 
There is a large doubt, however, 
that the state legislatures will pass any censorship law at all. 
lucre is every reason to believe that if such is done, there 
will be a swelling chorus of protest, not only from the motion 
picture men, affected commercially, but f»om the people 
who hold fast to the right of amusement and resent any 
effort to abridge it. 
It must be remembered that the movies fill what some 
years ago was a blank space in the lives of persons who 
Krench caNirH gir,, a Hul»-Huia 
could not afford the price of seats at legitimate productions, 
maiden, an italian peasant, a japa 
M ut ion pictures have much room in which to improve, but 
they are accomplishing improvement steadily. They are grow­ 
ing more sensible, more instructive, more beautiful. Occas­ 
ionally there is a production which should not be shown, but 
these occasions are growing rarer. And through the motion 
picture the mass of the people are learning of things formerly 
contained only in books which they did not take the time 
to read, and of beauties which in past days they never knew. 
Pictures which feature crime for the mere sensationism 
of it are scarce nowadays. 
But in most of the great work. 
of literature and drama, crime must remain a leading motif,
